This is an Industrial Dispute between the Manager , P. P. K. and Sons 
Kothamangalam and the workmen of the concera represented by Shr 
P. Sukumaran Pillai, Ambattu Parambu House, Kodungalloor U.C. College

referred to this court for adjudication under Section 10 (1 ) (c) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1917 ) by the Govern 
ment of Kerala in their Order , Health and Labour (H ) Department, 
G. O. Rt. No. 1768 /67 /HLD dated 3-5-1967. 

2 . In pursuance of notice issued , the Opposite Party appeared before this 
Court through .Idvocate Sri K. Neelakanta Menon . A claim statement was 
filed by the dismissed workmen , Shri P. Sukumaran Pillai. Thereafter in spite 
of registered disposal notice being issued , the Management was absent 
before Court. No written statement has been filed by the Management. 
The Management was therefore declared exparte . 

3. Checker Shri P. Sukumaran Pillai, whose service has been terminated 
by the Management , was examined as wwi and Ezts. Wi filed . The 
evidence given by WW1 goes to show that he entered service on 8-10-1960, 
and was receiving a sala y of Rs. 75 p . m . plus Rs. 60 batta , in ali 
Rs. 135 p . m . A meno, a copy of which has been proved as Ext. Wi, was 
served by the Management on Checker Shri P. Sukumaran Pillai ou 4-10 1966 . 
He replie i to the memo the very next day. It is alleged that on 8-10-1966 , 
Shri P. K. Sajeev, a son of Shri P. P. Kuriakose, the Proprietor of the con 
cern , terminated the service of Shri P. Sukumaran Pillai and directed him not 
to report for work thereafter. Shri Sukumaran Pillai was denied employment 
from 9-10-1966 . It is alleged that no domestic enquiry has been conducted 
by the opposite party in the matter . The allegation against Shri Sukumaran 
Pilaimentioned in Ext. W1 that on 3-10-1966 only 61 tickets were seen 
issued as against 65 pa sengers soon travelling in bus No. KLK . 629, and that 
Shri Sukuinaran Pillai who had checked the bus earlier did not detect the 
matter , eventhough he was also travelling in the bus at the time, is denied 
by Shri Sukumaran Pillai . 

4. The contention of Shri Sukumaran Pillai, the Checker , whose services 
have been terminated , that the charge levelled against him by the Manage 
ment is false , or that his services were terminated even without a demestic 
enquiry has to be accepted . It follows therefore that the termination of 
service of Shri Sukumaran Pillai is illegal. It is well established that when 
the service of an employee is illegally terminated the normal relief that has 
to be given to the employee is re-instatement with back wages, I am satisfied 
from the evidence on record that the service of Shri P. Sukumaran Pillai, 
Checker has been illegally terminated by the Management. He will be 
therefore reinstated in service, with back wages from 9-10-1966 at the rate of 
Rs. 75 p . m . 

An award is passed accordingly .

(2) The lease is liable to cancellation if it be found that it was grossly 
inequitable or was made under a mistake of fact or owing to misrepresenta 
tion or in excess of the limits of authority delegated to the officer granting 
the lease or that there was an irregularity in procedure. Cancellation on 
any of these grounds may be ordered by any authority to whom the assign 
ing authority is administratively subordinate. 

(3 ) In the event of such cancellation of the lease, the lessee shall not be 
entitled to compensation for any loss caused to him by the cancellation . 

(4 ) The lessee shall, so long as the lease is in force , be liable to pay 
fair rent as determined under the Kerala Land Reforms Act, 1963, to the 
landlord . The fair rent shall be paid from the date of his induction into 
the land and for this purpose , he shall, immediately on being inducted into 
the land , get the fair rent of the holding fixed by the land Tribunal 
concerned . 

(5 ) The lessee shall not use the land or suffer it to be used except for 
the purpose for which it is leased out. 

(6 ) The lessee shall permit the officers and servants of the Government 
with or without workmen at all times to enter upon the lands aforesaid to 
view the condition of the land . 

(7) The lessee shall not assign or underlet the benefits arising under 
this lease or a part thereof. 

(8 ) The lessee shall not erect any building , fence or structure of a 
permanent or temporary character on the land without the previous written 
sanction of the assigning authority . 

(9) The lessee shall not without the previous sanction of the assigning 
authority permit any person to use the land . 

(10) The lessee shall, on the termination or revocation of this lease 
restore the said land to the Government in as good a condition as is consis 
tent with the foregoing conditions, 

(11) The lessee shall be answerable to the Government for all or any 
injury or damage done to the said land except as is permitted by the fore 
goir.g conditions. 

( 12 ) The assigning authority may revoke the lease wholly or in part, 
if the lessee shall have broken any of the conditions of the lease herein con 
tained and assume control or otherwise dispose of all or any part of the land 
and any building , fence and structure thereon and the lessee shall not be 
entitled to any compensation therefor . 

(13) The lease hereby given may be revoked by the assigning authority 
after giving sixty days notice in writing and by the Government without 
notice in an emergency (the said Government being the sole Judge of the 
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emergency ) and shall be terminable by the leisez by giving up the a: sizning 
authority sixty day s notice in writing but without preju lice to any ante 
cedent breach of any of the foregoing conditions. The lessee shall nest in 
case of such revocation or termination be entitled to any compensation in 
respect of any improvement effected by the lessee on the land or for any loss 
caused by any interruption of his occupation . 

(14) In the event of termination of the lease under condition (12 ) or 
(13), the Government shall be at liberty to levy proportionate rent 1 ) to the 
date of such termination . 

(15) If any doubt or dispute shall at any timne hereafter arisc between 
the Government or their officers on the one part and the lessee on the other 
as to the rights, duties or liabilities of either party in respect of any matter 
or thing relating to or arising out of the lease or the construction or the 
meaning of all or any of the provisions herein contained , the said dispute or 
difference shall be referred to the Collector of the District for settlement by 
arbitration and his decision thereon shall be final.

Committee , declare the preparation as a restricted preparation 
and the item or sub - item or both in the Schedule to the Act 
under which the preparation falls , and thereupon include the 

said preparation in the Schedule " .

Sub rule (2 ) of rule 3 of the Kerala Electricity Duty Rules, 1963 lays 
down interalia that the licensees may retain 1 % of the duty collected from 
the consumers by the licensecs as collection charges. It has been brought to 
the notice of Government that the licensees are retaining !% of the duty 
collected from themselves in the capacity as consumers as collection charges. 
This is not correct and the rule does not inien i such a retention . The matter 
has however to be placed beyond doubt. The amendment is intended for this 
purpose).
